The August 22 Huron 
Township Board meeting was 
a stormy one as Director of 
Planning and Zoning Leslie 
Meyer spoke regarding her 
resignation. 
Before Meyer’s resignation, 
however, the Board approved 


the hiring of the Township’s , 


current part-time building 
inspector, Larry Goodman, as 
a full-time inspector/official. 

During discussion with the 
Board, Meyers agreed with 
Trustee Marlene Krause that 
one building inspector won’t 
be sufficient for the 
Township’s rapid growth. 
Meyers admitted that approxi- 
mately 3,000 new residential 
units are currently being 
planned many of which are 
already underway. 

Commenting on a previous 
statement made by Trustee 
Larry O’Kelley, Meyers 
added, “We're not in a trap. 
This was paradise. Paradise 
was juts found. There are 
3,000 houses sitting out there 
waiting. And what else is to 
come?” 

O’Kelley interrupted, “And

When Meyer’s resignation 
came up on the agenda she 
requested that it be put off in 
order to complete her other 
business before addressing her 
resignation. 

O’Kelley and Trustee Nora 
Adkins disputed the necessity 
of the request. O’Kelley point- 
ed out that one item has noth- 
ing to do with another, Adkins 
also reminded the Supervisor 
that the Board had already 
approved the agenda. 
Nevertheless, a motion made 
by Clerk Dawnette Bowers to 
adhere to Meyer’s request was 
carried. 

After finishing her other 
business, Meyers stomped 
away from the podium before 
returning to discuss her resig- 





















































nation. When she returned she 
claimed, “I was coerced. I was 
dragged kicking and scream- 
ing [to take the $60,000 posi- 
tion in Huron Township which 
was a substantial increase in 
pay]. “ Nonetheless, Meyers 
said she cam here thinking she 
could help. 

Then Meyers admitted “I’ve 
already been through this once 
before. Found a little piece of 
paradise. Everybody wanted to 
be there. There were 13,000 
people in 1992. In 2000, 
according to the census, there 
were 21,000 people. I thought 
that’s exactly what we’re fac- 
ing. That’s why I was brought 
here. The Pinnacle. All of the 
exciting things that were 
gonna. happen. I thought that 
was gonna be great fun.” 

Meyers then began making 
attacks on Board members 
with whom she was dis- 
pleased. Shaking her head, 
Meyers chastised Adkins, 
“Shame on you” for “kicking 
my rear end over $139.” 

As an apparent attack on 
O’Kelley, whose wife is presi- 


dent and managing editor of 


The Huron River Weekly,

Meyer proceeded. Holding up 
a copy of Zhe Huron River 
Weekly, Meyers spat, “This 
newspaper right here could be 
the best thing in the communi- 
ty. But [have to pick it up 
every week and call it the 
rag.” Meyers emphasized, 
“because all it does is berate 
Dawnette or John or what 
someone did or thought or 
believed in. 

Ending, Meyers stormed, “I 
ask the residents of Huron 
Township, get rid of these 
idiots.” 

Meyer than saluted the 
Board and marched away, 
where she proceeded to high 
five one of her supporters. She 
was then consoled and escort- 
ed from the building by David 
and Michael Glaab. 

Former Supervisor David 
Glaab was responsible for 
brining Meyers to Huron 
Township. In May 2000, the 
former Supervisor caught the 
Planning Commission off 
guard by recommending 
Meyers for the position, which 
had never been discussed, 
approved or recommended by 
the Commission.

2 slices Bologna 


1 slice American Cheese - cut in 1/2 

1 Green Onion - sliced lengthwise to shred 
1 Ig. Leaf Lettuce or Romaine Leaf - whole 
1 ths. Tomato - cut into bits 


Spread the mustard/mayo mixture on the tortilla, leaving a one-inch border 
around the edge. Place the bologna at one end, leaving a border on the 
sides and overlapping them in the middle. Lay the cheese side by side. 


Placg the lettuce so that the curly end is toward you, next lay the shredded 
onion across the lettuce and top with the tomato bits. Start rolling up. the 
sandwich. After the first roll, tuck the sides in and keep rolling until you get 
to the end. Wrap in plastic and chill. Cut in half on a diagonal.
